He Proves the Indictment a Very

Bodkin Makes Out a very Solid Case of

came to a close at 5 o’clock yesterday after- 


noon. The courtrcom was crowded with 
interested spectators, and the public inter- 
est in the proceedings has been almost un- 
abated throughout the trial.

I closed the last lecture by giving 
an account of the migration of the

Another important factor was the 
sparseness of foreign commerce. A 


eoast-wide commerce, meeting the exi- 


gencies of the time, was originated, giv- 

g the Southerner Northern products, 
and vice versa. — 

Another factor: When England be- 
came intolerant and oppressive the 
common bond of brotherhood was 
strengthened by the sword. All felt, 
this is my country, as that of those 
who differ with me. Springing to arms 
together made them one. 

At last the Spaniards came to Mex- 
ico, the land of gold. Here, as the 
country was easy of access and the 
country afforded all they needed, the 


remained isolated, intermarried wi 


the aborigines, an inferior race, and so 
deteriorated. They lost, by an un- 
changeable law of nature, their vital- 
ity. iscegenation always does this. 
The progeny is a sort of hybrid, The 
English, Hollanders, Scandinavians, 
ete., m xing, did not produce this 
effect, as it was not mixing with 
inferiors. 

Here he dwelt on this law among the 

nations of Europe. The dark ages“ 
of athousand years was the result of 
this miscegenation. Mongolianism was 
the finale.

It was in Nauvoo, where the doctrine 
of Sealed Wives’’—spiritual wifehood 
—was promulgated and practiced. 

In Utah, as all know, they have a fine 
country of fruitful vineyards and 
orchards and a city of 30,000 inhab- 
itants, and at the present time number 
150,000, about 80,000 of whom are for- 
eigners, largely women and girls. They 
are duped to come to this beautitul 
Zion“ by wily missionaries, who keep 

ack from the simple souls the disgust- 
ing features of the system. Many, 
under keen disappointment, are heart- 
broken, and submit from sheer neces- 


sity. 
A beautiful girl was yo gee against 
her will, screaming, ‘‘I will not go with 
this man,’’ but she was held by the 
strong arm of the old polygamous sin- 
ner, the wagon was driven away, and 
her screams died away in the distance. 

But the doctrines of Mormonism are 
a mixture of Judaism, Jesuitism, Mil- 
lerism,Mohammedanism,with a spice of 
Quakefism, minus the wives. 

They believe in revelations and 
prophecy, as well asthe wording of 
miracles. He related several amusing 
incidents touching the latter. 

Joe Smith prophesied that in ten 
ears he would be President of the 
Jnited States. He prophesied that in 

thirty years the State of New York 
would sink, but the old Empire State 
has her head still above water. 

We have spoken of the doctrines of 
Mormonism. Their practices are no 
better. It is the vilest tyranny be- 
neath the sun. One of the widows of 
Orson Pratt told me some of the most 
damaging things about Mormonism. 
He then told the large audience about 
the disloyalty of these saints, and the 
3 of the United States on the 

ourth of July, 1885. which many will 
remember. Many other instances of 
treason were related. They believed’ 
in blood atonement. Not the blood of 
the lamb, but the blood of martyred 
victims. Here he dwelt upon several

were bound for California, under the 
ep of Indians, they were attacked 

y these saints,““ and after a three- 
day’s brave defense, they surrendered 
on certain terms, one of which that 
their lives should be spared. They 
were led a half a mile and butchered 
in cold blood, not one permitted to live, 
except children supposed to be too 
young to remember their fathers’ and 
mothers’ fate. Capturing all their 
effects, they left these bodies to the 
turkey buzzards. Three years after- 
ward the United States troops buried 
the bones, erected a rude monument 
and placed on its crest these words 
from the mouth of a sin-avenging God: 
Vengence is mine; I will repay saith 
the Lord.“ The Mormons tore it down. 
The soldiers replaced it. It was kept 
there for the passers by to read for 
thirty years. Then comes the day of 
vengeance. Lee, one of the Mormon 
bishops is arrested, tried, convicted, 
sentenced, shot—shot on the vary spot 
he so cruelly murdered these innocent 
victims. 

In his last hour he made a confes- 
sion. He said the plot was laid by the 
*Mormon priesthood.“ This might 
mean Brigham Young, for no one 
doubts that he planned the whole 
thing. 

They are in a tight place now. Over 
three hundred indictments and convic- 
tions have been secured for unlawful 


years. The main leaders are in hiding 
those who have not been ca 
ured, at the present time. George Q. 
Cannon, ex-member of Congress, is in 
parts unknown.

approaching campaign. John Sher- 
man is astrong man in every sense of 
the word. No other in the Republican 
party is better known to the country; 
no other has accomplished more for it. 
If he is chosen by the next National 
Convention to head the Republican 
ticket he will enlist as enthusiastic a 
following as Blaine did, or as the la- 
mented Logan would have done had he 
survived, and proven the elect of his 
party. Of course the game is not out 
until it is played out. Sherman may 
not receive the nomination; but this 
action of the Ohio Republicans gives 
him the first place among possible can- 
didates. 

James G. Blaine, who is now in Eu- 
rope, must be considered an unknown 
factor. It is not certain that he 
will come before the Republican 
convention at all, and it is 
still more uncertain whether he secures 
the nomination if he came. Lightning 
may strike twice in the same place; but 
the chances of a third bolt of like pro- 
portion are very, very uncertain. That 
Blaine still retains his wonderful hold 
upon the Republican party and upon 
the country is not to be gainsayed, but 
there are chances in politics outside of 
popular favor and old-time fealty. 
Robert T. Lincoln is still talked about. 
A canyass of Republican voters recently 
made by the Toledo Blade showed him 
to be by long odds the most popular 
man for second place on the ticket, and 
to have a very respectable support for 
the first. He may be among the sur- 
prises. 
Gen. Philip H. Sheridan is mentioned 
now and then. Should he go into the 
convention it will be with one of his 
characteristic cavalry dashes. In that 
event he is another possible surprise. 
Senator Leland Stanford is occa- 
sionally mentioned as one on whom the 
mantle of nomination might fall, but 
we consider the chances dubious. He 
cannot command the enthusiastic fol- 
lowing on the Pacific Coast which he is 
sometimes credited with, and in 
national politics the Pacific Coast is 
not a very potential element anyhow. 
Senator Stanford represents a rich and 
grasping corporation, and, were his 
nomination entirely feasible, he would 
be a dangerous candidate for the 
Republican party to take hold of. 
There are many others in the Repub- 
lican ranks more or less discussed in 
this connection, and who are compe- 
tent to lead the party to victory. 
Among them may bethe dark horse, 
the greatest of all possible surprises. 
As to the Democratic party, it has 
a Hobson’s choice; it has Cleveland. 


Centennial of the Constitution. 


The centennial of the promulgation 
of the Constitution of the United States 
is to be celebrated in Philadelphia on 
the 15th of next September. There is 
to be a grand industrial and civie pro- 
cession, and appropriate exercises. 
Col. A. London Snowden has been ap- 
pointed chairman of the committee on 
preparations, and the project has the 
indorsement of many leading men and 
Officials of the State.

The present celebratiou is designed to 
represent the advancement of the 
country in the arts of peace in the 
ninety-nine years that have elapsed 
since Lhat time.

A SAD CASE. 


A Young Boy Killed Near Glen- 
dale 


A very sad death occurred near Glendale 
at 4:30 o’clock yesterday morning. It seems 
that last Monday David Brusser was driving 
a farm wagon—on which were a bale of hay 
and a heavy plow—toward Ivanhoe. His 
little ten-year-old son, who was tired of 
riding, asked to be allowed to walk a while. 
The farmer let the little fellow get down 
and walk along behind the wagon. He had 
gone but a short distance, when the boy 
attempted to climb into the wagon frum 
behind. In his efforts to accomplish that 
feat he pulled the hay and plow over, and 
the handles of the plow struck him in the 
side. He suffered 1 until yester- 
day morning, when he died. Coroner Mere- 
dith went out yesterday afternoon and held 
an inquest. 

DAVID BRUSSER 
testified: While moving from Glendale to 
Ivanhoe, my son, asked to be allowed to get 
off the wagon as he was tired. I stopped 
the wagon and let him off, and he walked 
along behind the wagon for about seventy- 
five yards, when he tried toclimb on hind 
end of the wagon. There was a bale of hay 
on the wagon, and on top of the bale was a 
large plow. Both the bale and the plow 


fell off. 1 saw the boy running 
away and I asked if he was hurt. 
He said he was hurt in the 


stomach. I got off the wagon and examined 
him and found two red spots on the right 
side. He told me the handle of the plow 
struck him in the side. He vomited up the 
contents of his stomach, and I borrowed a 
blanket from a neighbor and took him 
home. I told my wife that the boy was 
hurt. He complained all night and I called 
a physician the next day, and he said the 
boy could not live. He died this morning 
ut 4:30 o’clock. 

The jury found that the boy came to his 
death from a blow in the side caused by the 
accidental falling of a plow. 


DEAD IN THE SEA. 


Drowning of Thomas W. Rule at 
Newport Landing. 
On the 26th inst. Thomas W. Rule, a 
noted citizen of the county for some years 
past, lost his life by drowning in the sea at 
Newport Landing. He was engaged in 
making soundings for the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company (in whose employ he 
has long been), and while off shore in a 
small boat a breaker capsized his frail craft 
and he was submerged in the waves. He 
never rose, being unable, as is supposed, to 
extricate himself from beneath the boat. 
His only companion was a California boy, 
who, when thrown into the water, tried in 
vain to feel his way under the boat to help 
Mr. Rule. The boy went back to the spot 
next day to search for the body, but with- 
out success, and it had not been recovered 
at last accounts. 
Thomas W. Rule was a powerful man 
physically, and some years ago—about 1877 
—gained a good deal of notoriety and ap- 
plause throughout the State by giving the 
notorious Denis Kearney an effectual drub- 
bing at Santa Ana, on the occasion of the 
demagogical agitator’s visit to that place 
upon one of his communistic political cam- 
paigns. Mr. Rule was at that time in the 
— ge of the McFadden Brothers, shippers 
and freighters at Newport. Mr. Rule’s 
vigorous onset marked the beginning of the 
fall of Kearneyism in California. He

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] United States Senator Le- 
land Stanford appeared in his capacity as 
President of the Southern Pacific Railway 
before the Pacific Railway Investigating 
Commission today, to answer certain inter- 
rogatories respecting the affairs of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad, now consolidated with 
the Southern Pacific. ‘The Government 
Commission had propounded fifty-eight in- 
terrogatories to President Stanford, who 
supplied written answers at great length, 
and reviewed the history of the road, and 
the position it assumes with respect to the 
Government lien upon it. 
CONSTRUCTION OF THE ROADS. 

Stanford primarily declares that the Cen- 
tral Pacific was organized under the laws 
of California, and denies that anything in 
its contracts authorizes the preset investi- 


agitation in 1860-’62 for the construction of 
the e of an act by Congress for the 
— — of the Union Pacific to the 
California State line. In the meantime the 
Central Pacific had proceeded with the con- 
struction of its road over the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, which, he claims, had been 
regarded as impassable, when, in order to 
insure a speedy constructicn of the road 
across the continent, a supplemental 
act was passed by Congress authorizing the 
vonstruction of both the Union and Central 
Pacific until they should meet. Stanford 
makes claim that when the roads were un- 
dertaken the Government was paying 
$8,000,000 annually for carrying military 
and Indian service supplies aud the United 
States mail. Stanford contends that this 
compensation was to be paid to the rail- 
and that it was understood that it 
would never be less, and that this compen- 
sation should be credited to the first 
rincipal and interest of the bonds and that 
e company would also pay the Govern- 
ment 5 per cent. of its net earnin to 74 
on the bonds. Heclaims that this $8,000,- 
000 and 5 — cent. of the net earnings 
would liquidate all obligations to the Gov- 
ernment before the expiration of thirty 
years. He claims that instead of this com. 
pensation for this Government service, it 
was reduced to a point less 
allowed to roads in the East. 
LOSSES ON THE BONDS. 
Stanford urges further claim that the 
bonds, owing to the war of the rebellion 


being in progress, were disposed at a dis- 
count of over $7,000,000. This- discount, 
with interest on the same to maturity, he 
computes at $20,000,000. There was also a 
like discount suffered in the sale of the first 
mortgage bonds. He then reviews the ben- 
efits bestowed by the road’s construction in 
the development of the country, and speaks 
of Congressional legislation, in con- 
trast, as having been unduly burden- 
some. He especially inveighs against 
the Thurman act, providing for a 
sinking fund. e says that this 
fund has been invested by the Secretary of 
the Treasury in Government bonds issued 
for the construction of: Pacific railroads. 
These bonds were disposed of by the com- 
ny at an average of about 70 cents on the 
ollar, at a loss, in the gate, on the 
principal of $7,000,000. e Government 
charges interest on these bonds at the rate 
of 6 per cent. on their par value. The 
has invested the money which 
the company has paid under the Thurman 
Act in these bonds, paying an averave 
remium therefor of 34 percent. There has 
en paid in by the company to the sinking 
fund over $3,000,000, the loss on which in 
interest and premiums up to the present 
time is $1,620,000. In fact, there is less 
money in the sinking fund today than the 
amount paid in by the company by over 
half a million. Stanford declares that when 
the Central Pacific road was constructed, no 
rival road was contemplated, but declares 
that the land subsidies to the Northerp 
Pacific, Atlantic and Pucific and Atchi- 
son, ‘Topeka and Santa Fé, were 
greater than to the Central Pacific, and 
claims that by the construction of these 
roads, aided by the Government, the Central 
and Union Pacific have lost $37,000,000 in 
CLAIMS AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 
Making a summary, Stanford claims that 
being compelled to sell their bonds received 
‘from the Government entailed a loss of 
$7,000,000, and, with interest added to ma- 
turity, the emount is swelled to $20,000,000 
in round numbers. He then claims that the 
Government saved from the completion of 
the road,in May,1869,down to July 1, 1876, in 
the way of transportation, nearly $48,000,000, 
Of this the Central Pacific was entitled to 
46 per cent., or nearly $22,000,000, The Gov- 
ernment now owes the road for transporta- 
tion, the legality of which has been sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court, $1,853,000.

The Government of Victoria has also 
concluded an agreement with the same 
firm by which Chaffey Brothers are to 
have 50,000 acres in what is known as 
the M alley county of Lower Murray 
frontage, east from the junction of 
Darling, with the right of purchasing 
200,000 acres hereafter. The fee sim- 
ple of the land was valued by the Sur- 
veyor-General at 60 cents to $1.21 per 
acre, but the highest rental ever offered 
for it was 2 cents for every fourteen 
acres. Messrs. Chaffey undertook in 
this 3 to expend the sum of 
81.500. within twenty years upon 
47,000 acres in constructing irrigation 
works, and for building an agricultural 
college. The land, when cleared for 
settlement, is to be cut up in small 
blocks of not more than yy Bo 
acres, if planted and prepared for fruit- 

wing, and not more than 160 acres 
1 fur other products, each to be farmed 
favo and no person to be allowed 
to purchase more than one block.
